and common Rules of Natures light,and 

ſupernaturally. revealed Truth, by which 
all men ought to bee guided; andto re- 
duce all things, to the Difates of a pri- 
uate Conſcience ; and ( Enthufiast like ) fo 
pertinaciouſly ro adhere thereanto ; 
that they cannot be beaten from them; 
Neither by any force of humane Reaſos, 
Nor by any ground or Fortreſle of Relt- 
gion,Nor by the weight and greatneſſe of 
any Royall Iniunttion,Nor by the Repre- 

ſentation of any (be they ncuer ſogreat) 

PV rgencies of State, Neither by Mercy re-. 
cciucd, Nor by Iyſtice inflicted, Nor by 
the molt laudable and religious Exam- 
ples of Thoſe, who hauc-ſtrewed vato 
them the way of moſt dutifull Submiſfi- 
ozin this kinde. 

Regardit alſo we mult asa Reaſon, that 
oughteuerto be molt potent,and ableto 
perſ[wade vs : For this was. the very Stile 
& Chaxatter of the ancient Saints, which 
they did profeſſedly both Beleeue and 
Praftiſe;\That for their moſt bleſſed Lords - 
ſake, 
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ſake,who ut eternall in the Heauens,tbey did 


-yeeld all Reuerence and Obedience onto 
their Temporall Lords and Kings onearth; 
Reigned they neuer ſo Defpotically, nay 
neuer {o Tyrannically, or with ncuer ſo 
liccle Clemencie_. 


To Regardit likewiſe, as the Qtgenes 
and Empreſſe of all other Graces arc wee 


bound: without whoſe Aftive and Impe- 
riall Charge,the exerciſe of all other Yer- 
tues (as well Diuine as Morall )will proue 
remiſſeand idle. Religion being the only 
Grace that can bring to paſle (as SF. Peter 
{peaks)That we neither become barren, nor 
ronfruitfull in the kuowledge of our Lord 
Teſw Chriſt. 

And, in the fourth place ; Wee ſtand 
bound, religiouſly to obfcrue, and keepe 
Sacred; the grounds of that Religion, by 
which,our Soules are Confederateto God; 
And to belecue,that we can doenothing 
cotrary to thePrinciples thereof; withour 
the fearfull Violation ofthat Oath, where- 
unto, God himſclfe is not only a Wiineſſe, 
and a Party,but an Yudertaker.,For wher- 
H 3 locucr 
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ſocuertheſe Bondsof Religionare wiltully 
and againlt Conſcience violated, therethe 
very Lieht of Nature, and Difates cf 
Right Reaſon are trampled vnder foot ; 
FHlumanity,and morall Honeſty find thems 
felues grieued : the Conſcience wounded 
cries {ecret, Shame and Horrour to that 
Soule, that wiltully rutheth over ſuch 
clecre and open Land-markes : Thus ter« 
der-hearted Matron; Religion, weepes bit« 
terly, ro ſee the f1atull Tranſzrefion of 
that Pofitiue Charge, which ſaith; Lowto 
God, and deferrenotto Pay... FE 

But fiftly, aboucall ; To Regard it he 
cauſerhe Diſ-regard ofitImpoſeth vpon 
God himſelfe, molt heauie Preindices : 
cauſcrh his News ro be blaſphemed, and 
the way of his 774 to be cuill-ipoken 
of : Takes from God the honour of be-

Looke wethen (and ina Griouſly)es 
our Rule, t9 our Reaſon,\toiour Relipion; 
wo the Oath of God, to the Commande- 
ments of God, tothe Counſel! of God, to 
God binfelfe, tooyr owneC onſignad to- 
ward all Theſe to Gods Wieth'andVen« 
geance threarned to the Conremners of 
A!l, orany of Theſe: to his Temparalland 
Eternal] Promiſes to ſuch, as baue an Eye 
of Regard to cucry of Theſe. So [hall we 
© noodand faich fall;Seruants vnro God, 
and to his anointed King, molt dutifull 
and Ovedient Subictts ( he Onewhereot 
canin no wiſe be without the Orher. ) 
And fo, webcing reſtoredto the Paths of 
our dutifull Obedience, wee (hall bee (in 
Gods good time) rendred at the Gates of 
Frernall Barad; iſe And 
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And fo, Viuat Rex, & Vincat Veritas : 
The Blzfing of Life and Peace be vpon 
the Head of his moſt Sacred Matefly,that 
He may Live long,and long; and Raigne 
gloriouſly ouer vs, and Triumph Victo- 
riouſly oucr His Enemics;and ſo become 
an Inuincible Defendor of this Faith, 
Religion, and Truth : that fo, this Truth, 
Faith, and Religion, may defend Him; in 
His moſt Sacred Perſon, in His Imperiall 
Power, and in His Royall Poſterity for 
cuermore.
